About thirty percent are engaged in vegetable farming, twenty percent operate 
restaurants or bakeries, fifteen percent are merchaits, twenty percent are 
laborers, and the remaining fifteen percent pursue a variety of callings,. 

The farmers have had some difficulty because of the limitation of size of 
farms since the land reform. Restaurants run by Chinese, on the other hand, 
are not subject to the restrictions which the government maintains over 
Korean establishments, but they are highly taxed.
